All stores 
were cloved and business was entirely 
suspended. Additional troops were 
sent for and are expected to reuch Bel- 
fast to- day. 

Later.—The mob yesterday attacked 
three large warehouses and made a com 
— wreck of the interior ot the build- 

ge, carrying off every portable article 
and demolishing other merchandise. 

The Magistrates becoming convinced 
of their inability to restore order, sur- 
rendered contro! of the city into the 
hands of the military, thus practically 
establishing martial la Ww. 

The commanding officer of the troops 
issued a proclamation warning all 
quietly disposed citizens to remain in 
their houses, and stating that cvery 

rson found on the streets would be 
ooked upon as a rioter and treated ac- 
cordingly. All public houses received 
orders to close their doors and not to 
reopen them until permitted by the au- 


thorities.
